In March, 1917, led by members 
of the nobility, officers and 
democratic forces determined to 
have reform in government and 
to improve conduct of the war. 
The Bolsheviks, against contin¬ 
ued participation in the war,! 
took no part is preparations fori 
this March revolution. 

DECLINES THRONE 
Although the Bolsheviks were 
organizing soviets within the 
army and the masses, the 
revolution continued with a 
relatively mild program. Grand 
Dpke Michael was offered the 
throne, which he, jfeeliped, and, 
Prince Lvov continued as prime 
minister. 

Kerensky’s provisional govern¬ 
ment proved ineffective, largely 
because the Bolsheviks worked 
secretly against him. Lenin and 
other key Communists arrived 
in Russia with the help of Ger¬ 
many military authorities The 
provisional government's power 
was negated by actual 
authority of the soviets in the 
towns and provinces, so that 
inability to cope with problems 
brought new riots and anarthy 
While this first revolution had 
been led by responsible men 
against intolerable conditions— 
in an endeavor to maintain some 
order, hopefully to save the 
monarchy and to establish need¬ 
ed reforms under a constitu¬ 
tional government — a second 
revolution was precipitated in 
November. 1917 by the Bolshe 
viks against the provisional gov¬ 
ernment It was aimed not at 
the tsars, already deposed, but 
at former colleagues attempting 
reforms It was a betrayal for 
the sake of power 
The soviets seized power, 
marked thereafter b> vicious 
caifl.cl continued betrayals 
arid absolute despotism New 
types of restrictions as harsh 
as thosi known under the tsars 
were inflicted The peasants 
fought for ; heir independence 
against being collectivized — 
and millions starved 

STALIN S ERA 
When Stalm followed Lenin 
he persecuted the little farmers 
and small snopkeepers as 


traftors All freedoms — of 
speech, press, and individual — 
disappeared, and millions were 
sent wittout trial to slave or to 
die in concentration camps 
Treachery was the rule. Peo¬ 
ple were encouraged to betray 
•m another, many doing so 
falsely because of personal 
feuds or in ’hope of reward. 
The combination oi starvation 
and terrorism destroyed count¬ 
less numbers and caused many 
more to flee. 

ABSOLUTE POWER 
Since power was absolute, 
members of the authoritative 
Presidium conspired against 
one another. Stalin sought to 
maintain his position by extermi¬ 
nation of possible rivals and by 
use of the OGPU, the secret 
police, as a weapon of terror 
among the people 
Early in the life of Com¬ 
munist Russia, the Comintern 
was organized as an instru¬ 
mentality for spreading com- 
mtmisi .1 in other cotrsrks, in 
eluding the work sabotage, 
propaganda, spying, and foment 
ing of internal disorders. 

The Communists planned 
world domination from the out¬ 
set, not only for the spread of 
Marxism, but also because they 
were power-hungry and wanted 
an empire under Russian domi¬ 
nation. Estonia. Latvia, and 
Lithuania were quickly swallow¬ 
ed up. 

POLISH GRAB 

Part of Poland was seized in 
1939 under the nearly unbeliev¬ 
able pact between Hitler and 
Stalin Following World War 11. 
all of Poland Czechoslovakia 
Hungary East Germany and 
other areas were added as cap¬ 
tive satellites 

At no time have the Com¬ 
munists been a majority party 
in Russia. When the Bolsheviks 
undermined Kerensky’s provi¬ 
sional coalition government, of 
which they were a part, they 
were but a small minority. The 
Communist Party has never ex 
reeded about S per cent of Rus¬ 
sia's population. 

As a well-disciplined minority 
it was able to obtain power and 
subsequently to maintain it. The

Inspiration for the reborn 
Klan came from the intoler¬ 
ance of the nativist “Know- 
Nothing movement prior to the 
Civil War. To its ritual and 
prejudice against Negroes, 
this Klan added bigotry against 
Catholics, Jews, foreigners and 
organized labor, all in the 
name of patriotism. It soon 
became a racket, designed to 
make huge profits from the 
tale of memberships, regalia, 
publications and other ma¬ 
terial. 

1924 ARTICLE

The Klan was ‘ explained’' as 
being "a reaction against for¬ 
eign radical propaganda, not¬ 
ably Russian,” with its fear of 
"the disintegration of the Con¬ 
stitution ” Men were described 
as joining because of their com¬ 
mon knowledge "that taxes are 
high . . . that their lowest in¬ 
comes. though considerably larg¬ 
er than they used to be, net a 
distressingly lower purchasing 
capacity. . . ." 

SAME REASON 

"Every (other) Klansman is a 
Klansman for just this same 
simple reason He hopes that 
in some way . . the Klan will 
bring back the dear old days 
when income taxes were un¬ 
known Somebody has got

Praising fascism as a res¬ 
pectable Italian reaction by 
the middle-class against so¬ 
cialism, the author continued 
that while the Klan did not 
have its origin in Fascismo, 
“I am sure that the move¬ 
ments are essentially alike in 
purpose and that the appar¬ 
ent success of Fascismo in 
realizing tts purpose will set 
the Klan to thinking about 
ways and means for an Amer¬ 
ican application of the Italian 
method.”

REPRESSION 

So Ignoring all the scandals, 
violence, political corruption 
and other vicious abuses, the 
author still regarded the Klan 
as an organization of middle- 
class citizens who might yet 
serve t h e country in setting 
labor and progressive move¬ 
ments in their place!

By 1919, sympathizers were 
numerous enough for formation 
of the Communist Labor Party 


of America Its leaders included

RUSSIAN CONTROL 
With all their dissension, they 
were agreed on one point com¬ 
plete obedience to Soviet Rus¬ 
sia Since 1919. despite the bit¬ 
ter interns! strife, the commun¬ 


ist history in the United States 
has been that of development of 
a disciplined party and unques¬ 
tioning subservience to Russia 
W'hen the Communist Party 
began to move underground 
here, it formed the W'orkers 
Party of America as its open 
facade.

Nobody knows how many at 
tual members belong to the 
Communist Party, USA During 
the honeymoon' period be¬ 
tween the two countries, they 
claimed 80.000. bul current fig 
ures place them at about 20.000 
Vet the Communist menace 
and appeal cannot be underes¬ 
timated. The number of gullible 
individuals who are duped, tem¬ 
porarily at least, and the con¬ 
scious fellow-travelers increase 
their strength beyond their ac¬ 
tual membership. 

Some 215 Communist front or¬ 
ganizations are estimated to be 
functioning currently Their 
speakers appear belore unsus 
peeling or curious audiences lo 
spread their false propaganda. 

ESSENTIALLY SECRET 
Although national Communist 
leaders are publicized and the 
organization holds mass or other 
open meetings for propaganda 
purposes, the Party is essen¬ 
tially secret Its basic units are 
cells each limited to a small 
number of persons, some of 
whom even use fictitious names 
The members of one cell are 
uninformed as to the identity 
of oiher members elsewhere, so 
thal the exposure of one group 
will not have further conse¬ 
quences 

In California the Communist

DEPRESSION 

When the nation was hit by 
depression, the fantastic lies 
(pouted by Hitler became more 
palatable to those who wanted 
an escape from their own in¬ 
security, especially by dint ol 
his consistent repetition. To the 
defeated, it was gratifying to be 
told that Germany had not lost 
the war, that it had only been 
“betrayed.” 

To those suffering economic 
pressures, his claim that Jews 
were making the profits proved 
a simple answer to their own 
inadequacies and to conditions 
beyond their control. To the 
disillusioned, his promises of a 
reborn Germany were a source 
of restored pride and hope. 

MIDDLE CLASS 

During this period, while fi¬ 
nanced by business and indus¬ 
trial magnates anxious to estab¬ 
lish a strong right-wing, anti- 
working-Haw government, Hit¬ 
ler directed his agitation to the 
lower middle-class feeling the 
pinch of adversity, to the un¬ 
employed by promising them a 
place in a ‘ restored" Germany, 
and to the workers by playing 
upon inflation which made their 
limited earnings grossly inade¬ 
quate 

He offered to each element 
those propaganda arguments 
best designed to exploit their 
ambitions and fears. Even while 
the industrialists were paying 
him to make the working classes 
more servile, he was appear¬ 
ing before the lower classes as 
thdir champion 

NAMED CHANCELOR 

As a result of intrigues, Hin- 
denburg named Hitler chancel¬ 
lor in January 1933, believing 
that this might be a way of re¬ 
straining the disturbing activi¬ 
ties of the Nazis. But Hitler im¬ 
mediately used that office to 
obtain absolute dictatorship. 

When Hindenburg died a year 
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later. Hitler merged the chan-1 
cellorship and the presidency—I 
and with complete tyranny es-| 
tablished in a police state, for 
the first time won a majority! 
in an election, receiving 90 per 
cent of the votes in a plediscite. 

Expressing only contempt for 
the “masses,” Hitler never con¬ 
cealed his twisted philosophy 
from those troubling to read his 
book, “Mein Kampf.” Tell big 
lies, Hitler admonished his read¬ 
ers. 

BIG LIE 

"In the big lie, there is al¬ 
ways a certain force of credul¬ 
ity In the primitive simpliciety 
of their minds, the masses more 
readily fall victim to the big 
lie than the small lie, since they | 
themselves often tell small lies 
in little matters, but would be 
ashamed to resort to large-scale 
falsehoods It would never come 
into their heads to fabricate 
colossal untruths, and they 
would not believe that others 
have the impudence to djstort 
the truth so infamously." 

His views on other subjects 
deserve consideration 

"Only force rules. Force 
is the first law.” 

VALUES 

. . . "Unfortunately, the con¬

In fulfillment of his ruthless 
craving for power and his disre¬ 
gard for people and their rights,, 
Hitler used the big lie. and 
the international code, which¬ 
ever suited him at the moment, 
to keep other nations off bal¬ 
ance even while his goose-step- 
ting troops were swallowing up 
one neighboring territory after 
another. 

For the purpose of this study, 
no detailing need be made here 
of the incredible horror of the 
gas chambers with the murder 
of over six million Jews as well 
as liberals, leaders of the edu¬ 
cated classes. Polos and others;

President Dwight D. Eisen¬ 
hower and other distinguished 
Americans. Much has been 
made publicly of the fact that 
a good many members disagree 
with Welch on this score 
It ts also claimed that his ac¬ 
cusations are irrelevant, having 
no bearing with the society, in 
that they were expressed in 
1958 in a letter for private con- 
consumption, prior to establish¬ 
ment of the Birch organization. 

This so-called private letter 
is a book—“The Politician," 
more commonly known as 
“The Black Book"—of some 
500 pages. Its publishing ad¬ 
dress is the same as th e 
Birch main offices in Bel¬ 
mont. Massachusetts, and it 
was printed there at least as 
recently as 1963, long after 
the society was alive and 
functioning. 

Although denial is made that 
this volume has official status, 
'presumably because the public 
is not yet ready to stomach^this 
fantastically vicious attack upon 
Eisenhower and other promi¬ 
nent Americans', it is nonethe¬ 
less still the thinking of Welch 
and therefore of the society. 

The very spokesmen, includ¬ 
ing the professional organizers, 
who deny that “The Politician" 
is an official document never¬ 
theless quote it as a n authorita¬ 
tive source—and they frequent¬ 
ly even carry it with them and 
offer it for sale at eight dollars 
per copy! 

Taking their lead from Welch, 
these professionals repeat other 
charges he makes Thus, for ex¬ 
ample. John Rousselot. then the 
regional “Coordinator" for the 
West Coast, answered a ques¬ 
tion in Sacramento as to how 
Eisenhower's “c o m munism"

Birch vituperative attacks 
upon everybody who disagrees 
with them is scarcely consis¬ 
tent with freedom of speech 
Their ,pi court campaigns 
against public officials, educa¬ 
tors and newspapers, among 
others, docs rot bespeak will¬ 
ingness to have all sides pre¬ 
sented to the people for their 
judgment 

To claim that the Birch So¬ 
ciety does not back candidates 
Is contrary to the facts, using 
a hall-truth as a thin disguise. 
Birch groups customarily do not 
adopt formal resolutions In fa¬ 
vor of particular candidates, 
bat they work energetically on 
their behalf, and their speech¬ 
es and literature in favor j 
of some or denouncing others 
still constitute political action.
